AGREEMENT 


DANGER OF CLASH 
NOW AVERTED 


Again Under Discussion by City| Amerioan Fiaheriss Comaissia Re- 


=A Couple of New Points 
Brought Out 


The city council spent an hour and 
a half last night discussing the ten- 
tative agreement with the C. P. R. 
regarding the railroad’s entrance to 
the city, and finally adjourned the 
debate until Friday night. 

A couple of hew points were brought 
out. 

In answer to the query of the mayor 
the city solicitor stated that the city 
was ‘a no wise bound by the tenta- 
tive agreement of the last council. 

Mayor Griesbach pointed out that 
the old council had promised not to 
entet into any definite agreement with 
the C. P.. R. without first submitting 
the proposition to the ratepayers at 
a public meeting. 

The points of difference appearing 
to be unsettled between the city and 
the company were the closing of 
Peace and Athabasca and the width 
of the subway on Jasper. 

On. the latter proposition the coun- 
cil adopted a rerolutin calling for a 
100-foot subway, a radically different 
proposition from the originally ac- 
cepted: clause calling for a subway 
of 60 feet. 

With regard to Athabasca and 
Peace it developad in the course of 
the debate that the city solicitory had 
g.Ven an opinion which was in the 
Hands of the council and commission- 
ers to the effect that as the C. P. R. 
had filed its plans previous to the 
surveying and plotting of that part 
of the Hudson Bay townsite, the C. 
P.R. was under no obligation to come 
to the city asking for the privilege to 
close theme streets. 

The question of damages was the 
one on which most debate took place. 
Ald. Walker took a very emphatic 
stand in favor of sending the whole 
proposition to the railway commis- 
sion, without the c'ty offering or ac- 
cepting any agreement. He said that 
by coming to the agreement with the 
company the city, in effect, became 
a party to the cost of the company’s 
entrance. In this connection he ask- 


ed the city solicitor if t was not the | 


case that, under the railway act the 
company is responsible for ali dam- 
ages unless the city enters 
agreement with the company. 

The city solicitor replied that when 
was a case of an agreement as to 
the sepatation of grades, the damages 
would be divided between the com- 
pany and the city. 

Ald, Walker was not satisfied with 
this answer and asked if the company 
were coming in without any agree- 
ment, who would be responsible for 
the damages. 

The city solécitor replied that under 
such a circumstance the whole ques- 
tion would: be under the direct juris- 
diction of the railway committee. 

Iy connection with the overhead 
bridges on MacKay and Victoria,May- 
or Gribsbach raised the new point 
that these overhead bridges would not 
reach the street level before crossing 
Ninth and) Senth streets. This might 
involve. another claim for damages 
heretofore unconsidered. 

The council! adjourned within a few 
minutes of midnight.

Union reports that it has information 
to the effect that K’ngston, Jamaica, 
has been destroyed by an earthquake. 
The announcement as issued by West- 
ern Union, is as follows: “The West- 
ern Union telegraph company has re- 
ceived advices that communication 
with Kingston, Jamaica, is interrupt- 
ed, also to the island of Jamaica, 
caused apparently by an earthquake 
and that later advices say that land 
line communication is restored to 
Within five miles of Kingston. Traffic 
may be accepted at sender's risk, 
| subject to heavy delay. There is ev- 
ery reason to believe that Kingston, 
Jamaica, has been destroyed with 
great loss of 1 fe, Delayed reports say 
| that the earthquake occurred Monday 
j afternoon, The city was shattered 
jand after the shock, fires broke out 
which are still burning. 
tinue and residents are camping «ut 
in dread of further destruction. Cable 
connection with the island !s being 
restored, but is still very irregular. 
Estimates of damages are impossible 
sé far. 

London, Jan. 1b—A telegram reciv 
led by Homer Greenwood, member of 
| parliament, says that all buildings 
| were destroyed in Kingston, and the 
im litary hospital burned. Forty sol- 
diers are reported killed, also many 
prominent citizens. Sir James Fergu- 
son, director of the royal mail line, 
was the only Englishman reported 
killed. He served in 
| where he was wounded and was gov- 
ernor of South Australia, Now Zealand 
‘and Bombay, The city ‘s quiet, but 
disciplined werkers are needed. The 
governor of the colony, Sir Alexander

Canadian Northern Agent 
Denies Whele Proposition 


Writes Open Letter to the Bulletin Stating That 
the Coal Miners and Not the Railway Are 
Responsible for Coal Famine 


Mr. Editor, 

In justice to the Canadiau Northern Railway Co., its) man- 
agement and employees, 1 canto’ let article which appeared 
in your paper of last evening pass without comment. The state 
ment made by the Coal Miners’ Association (as far as the C.N.R. 
is concerned) to the effect that they cannot get auo-tenth of the 
cars Which they could load, is entirely false, as is also the state. 
ment that the Canadian Northern Railway have uo snow ploughs 
with which to keep their tracks clear, and that inotive power is 
inadequate. During the mouth of December the Coal Miners’ 
Association and others shipped’ eighty-four cars an average of a 
trifle over three cars per day. For January they have up . aate 
shipped forty-two cars, and it is only on one or two occasions 
that they have had any complaint whatever to make in regard to 
insuflicient supply of cars; in fact they have nut bean in a posi- 
tion to load cars as fast they have been supplied, for instance, tho 
ears furnished Saturday, 12th inst., have not yet been smpped. 
Saturday morning we had available five empties, three of which 
Were given the Universal Coal Co. the balance to the Edmonton 
Coal Co, ‘The first mentioned firm have not up to the time of writ 
ing commenced loading the three allotted to them, in fact one of 
the three, with the permission of the Universal Coal Co's manager, 
was given to another dealer. Mr. Denman, manager of the Ed- 
monton Coal Co, advised a fow days ago that bis company hud all 
they could io io supply the waits of their patrons in the city: ‘ho 
Mavs (oa) Co. were asked yesterday morning, also this morning, 


if they could load a ear, and have replied on each occasion that they 
could not do so, 

With reference to remarks re the laxity on the part or the 
C.N.R. employees and their inability to furnish shippers the num- 
ber of cars allotted to them for the following days loading the pre- 
Vious night. This is impracticable, The system, however, is as 
follows, which L think you will agree is fairly guod.

THE BOYS’ JUDGE. 


They have recently enjoyed in To- 
ronto, Ottawa and other eastern cities 
a visit from Judge Ben B, Lindsay, of 
Denver, who is famous throughout 
America for his work among juvenile 
criminals. He has been described as 
tthe first man to adopt the cardinal 
principle of recognition of the child’s 
rights in the administration of jus- 
tice.

White Declares They Want Mo Item 
Reduced 


(Ottawa Free Prem)” 

Phe peopie of the east heave fully 
eympathized with their brethren of the 
weet shivering becaute of the coal fam- 
iné with which they have bean afflict- 
@d: Tho news of the settioment of the 
etrike troubie at Lethbridge by the Le- 
pattinent of Labor and the re-opening 
of the mines there was received with 
gréat aatisfaction. It was presumed 
that this settlement would almost im- 
mediately provide relief, but reports of 
cod} famine ahd suffering continue to 
come from the weat werke afterwards. 

Now from afi unofficial source comes 
‘a, atill aurpriee. it is état- 
ed’ that the Lethbridge strike had lit- 
tie if anything to do with ‘the short- 
age of coal, and another arm of (the 
federal government has been apperled 
to to provide the remeity for 4 
condition of affairs that is alleged to 
be at the bottom of the whole difficul- 


ty. 

The maiied fist of railway monopoly 
it Ie asserted, is entirely responsibie 
fot the trouble from which the vest 
is auffering. 

Bome of the facts are eet forth in a 
memorial which the Board of trad) of 
Frank. Alberta, has forwarded to th? 
railway commission. 

In the Frank district there are ‘our 
coal companies operatng. Thy have 
spent altogeth?r $9,000,000 in ey *.op- 
ment and olant. Thov a=> amos~ [te 
best equipped mines on the continent. 
The coal from theae mines 16 in 4 ¢ 48> 
midway between anthracite ani b'\in- 
inous—an excellent steim and coking 
coal, and aleo well sulted for domesiic 
purposes. Working on a single eh ft 
of ten hours these mines are capable 
of a dally output of 4,500 tons. Work- 
ing two shifts as could be done quite 
cantly, the daily output could be dou- 
bled to 9,000 tons. The comoani‘s have 
the necessary e@jUlpment, and the de 
aire to produce that amount of coal. 
As a matter of fact they are roduc: 
ing only 2,000 tons of coal per day. 

Why? Because the Canadian Pacific 
Raliway Company does not supply them 
with eufficient cars to haul the coal 
to the market awaiting it in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, At the mercy oftte 
railway, the Frank Mining Companies 
are compelled to ee: thelr valuable ma- 
Yd metaphorically “cating its! ead 
off.” ’ 

The explanation which the C. P. R. 
will give the commission for thus fatal- 
ty Bahdicapping an important industry 
will b watched with interest 

But there is more than a commercial 
aide to this question. 

The daily shortage of coal by rrason 
of the Lethbridge strike was about 900 
to-e—the norma] output each day being 
1.200 tons. That shortage could have 
have been completely covered by the 
Frank mines, together with an addition- 
at 1,600 tons daily over and above their 
present output, had the railway given 
them an tunity to dispose of the 
full daily product of a single shaft. 

The concluaton from these facts is 
that the C. P, R. is wholly resoonsible 
fo- the distress which exists in the 
west to the extent of the dis‘rese {* 
in a winter that set in particularly 
early. 

There is serious work bere for the 
Ratiway Commission. 

The C. P. R. is an institution of 


which al] Canadians are justly proud! 


but the public will insist on any mon- 
opolistic tendencies being promptly 
checked. In Kaetern Canada, with am- 
ple railway competition, it is hard to 
fully appreciate the size of the cud- 
get which a railway can wield in the 
west, to the extent of tho dis‘ress i‘ 
can cause by neglect or irefficioncy, 
but the neople of the prairics may be 
gure of the support of the eist in any 
fight agiinat conditions so unfair as 
these which have be*n discovered in ccn- 
nection with the coal famine. 

When the C. P. R. representatives an- 
pear before the Railway Commission 
they must be asked whether it is a fact 
that the Frank mines are practically 
prevented from eelling coal to anybody 
but the C.P.R. and that at the low 
price of $1.70 per ton. We are assur- 
ed that is the cage, and that that is 
why the proper facilities for reaching 
the waiting markets of the west ar2 
not providedd the mines by the rail- 
way. It ie tor the ©. P. R. to disprove 
the circumstancial evidence 

Tt is also stated that while there has 
been acar shortage at Frank, plenty of 
cars and motive power have te2n pro- 
vided th> mines at Bankhead, which 
ere said to be owned by the C. P.R. 

The C. P. R. has taken credit to it- 
e@eif for hauling Pennsylvania coal from 
Poet Arthur to the prairies to relieve 
the coai famine, but with an abunaance 
of native coal right at their own doors, 
yet kept trom them ai a time whon 
they were undergoing great suffering 
from the cold and burning grass in a 
vain endeavor to creaie warmth, tho 
ear" are not 80 ready to give th:

that the increased consumption of coa} 
in» the prairie provinces inciceat tothe 
6rowth. of population could have been 
abundantly supplied by the mines of 
that district had the transpor‘aion tac- 
Witten <bren adequate to teh 
ong?
